1. SUMMARY. BEIRUT DAILIES COMMENTING ON U.S. RECOVERY OF 
MAYAGUEZ FROM CAMBODIA DRAW DIFFERENT CONCLUSIONS. ENGLISH- 
LANGUAGE -DAILY STAR- AND PRO-IRAQ "BEYRUT" SEE IT AS DEMONSTRATION

PRO-LIBYA "AS SAFIR" PREDICTS IT WILL RESULT IN SETBACK FOR U.S. 

VIA "POLITICAL CRISES IN THAILAND AND OTHER REGIMES IN SOUTHEAST

2. COMMENTING ON MAYAGUEZ INCIDENT, INDEPENDENT ENGLISH-LANGUAGE 
"DAILY STAR" WROTE: "CAMBODIA'S KHMER ROUGE HAS MISCALCULATED. 

IN EUPHORIA OF VICTORY THEY BELIEVED THEIR OWN CLAIMS THAT U.S. 

WAS PAPER TIGER OR TOOTHLESS LION. RESULT HAS BEEN AN UNNECESSARY

FOR CAMBODIA, LESSON TO BE LEARNED IS FOR ONE TO KNOW ONE'S 
LIMITS AND LIMITATIONS; FOR REST OF WORLD, THAT AMERICA REMAINS 
A POWER TO RECKON WITH OUTSIDE CONFINES OF U.S. ITSELF. ARABS,
